WASHINGTON, March 17.—()— 
A program of immediate action to 
complete the “new deal” legislative 
ideas of President Roosevelt by May 
1 was agreed upon today by the presi- 
dent and congressional leaders. Origi- 
nal plans for a congressional recess 
after the emergency session have been 
abandoned in favor of the continuous 
meeting for which Mr. Roosevelt be- 
lieves he can prepare his program at 
once. 

Railroads, banking ana a huge un- 
employment relief plan head the list 
of legislation the president will sub- 
mit in the near future. These pro- 
posals will go along as soon as the 
emergency measures on farm relief 
and unemployment are enacted. 

A start was made today on the 
railroad legislation with the introduc- 
tion of a far-reaching bill by Chair- 
man Rayburn, of the house interstate 
committee, to regulate railroad hold- 
ing companies and motor truck trans- 
portation and to consolidate the pow- 
er and radio commissions into a com- 
mission on communications. 

The last of the Roosevelt emer- 
gency proposals—authorization of a 
broad reforestation plan expected to 
give jobs to about 200,000 men—will 
go up to congress early next week. 
After that he will keep going with 
his permanent program. : 

The new calendar of business calls 
for conclusion of congressional work 
by the end of April or the first of 
May and an adjournment until the 
regular session next January. No con- 
sideration has yet been given by the 
president to new’ taxes, pending a 
study of the new income tax returns 
now coming into the treasury. He ex- 
pects big savings through reorganiza- 
tion and slashes in veterans’ compen- 
sations and government salaries pro- 
vided in the economy bill, already ap- 
proved by congress. 

Neither have details been worked 
out of the new and broader unemploy- 
ment plan he is contemplating. It is 
known, however, this will call for a

BRITISH PROTESTS 


Four London Subjects, 
Accused of Sabotage, 
Face Criminal Trial. | 


MOSCOW, March 17.—(#)—Over- 
ment, the soviet authorities announced 
tonight that fotr British subjects, ac- 
cused of sabotage in connection with 
their work for a British electrical ma- 
chinery company, which has been do- | 
ing business here for ten years, would | 
be placed on criminal trial. 

“No pressure or menace will he 
able to induce the soviet government 
to refrain from keeping its laws in 
relation to British subjects,” Foreign 
Minister Maxim Litvinoff said in an 
official communique. 

The accused men were arrested last 
week-end, along with 35 Russian em- 
ployes of the Metropolitan-Vickers 
Company, simultaneously with raids 
on the company's offices in Moscow 
and Leningrad. Six Britons were ar- 
rested but two have been released. 


The communique announced that 
the Britons and Russians would be 
tried together and ‘ha’ the proceed- 
ings would be public. Ihe trial is ex- 
pecteu to be held within a month. 

The soviet government’s action was 
in answer to protests by Britain and 
to a declaration by Stanley Baldwin, 
lord president of the council, in tbe 
house of commons to the effect that 
the British government was convinced 
the charges were unjustified. The de- 
tails of the accusations have not been 
published. 

Mr. Litvinoff said that the Baldwin 
declaration and. the verbal. protest 
made by the British ambassador yes- 
terday were tantamount to asking 
that the action be withdrawn so far 
as the British subjects are concerned. 

“The British government expressed 
conviction that they are innocent,” 
the foreign minister said. “Such a pro- 
posal is quite inadmissable and can- 
not be discussed by any government 
of an independent country. 

“Having proofs and information 
about crimes, the law enforcement 
agencies of the soviet government are 
compelled to adopt measures to deal 
with them, and such is the accepted 
order in all countries. As to such

It is not expected that the 
branch banking bill, which is _ op- 
posed by R. E. Gormley, superinten- 
dent of state banks, will get on the 
calendar today. 

Committee Votes Adjournment.

What Should South Bid? 


Mr. Borge Rosing, of Mt. Ver- 
non, Ohio, wrote me the other day 
about a 100-rubber match between 
four players, two of whom used the 
Culbertson System and two of whom 
used a variation of the COulbertson 
System, which includes an artificial 
club bid known in Ohio as the Bo- 
land Club Convention. In this con- 
nection he submitted a hand played 
in one of the rubbers, and asked me 
for an analysis of the bidding, par- 
ticularly as regards North and South.

South 
can well afford to make an ef- 
fort to defend against East and 
West's part-score and prevent 
them from buying a cheap con- 
tract. 

2—A game bid. 

3—Fully justified by the 4 honor- 
tricks and splendid support in 


diamonds, even with the balanced 
distribution. 
4—East fears a Slam, and quite cor- 
rectly injects ~_ nuisance bid. 
5—In view of North’s Jump, South 
is fully justified in* bidding five 
hearts, which is the equivalent 
of a six-diamond bid, with the 
additional information that there 
are no losers in the heart suit. 
6—Not vulnerable, West should de- 
fend, particuarly in view of the 
fact that his partner has entered 
the bidding. 
7—North has very important addi- 
tional values—nainely, the knowl- 
edge that there should be no club 
losers. The bid of seven diamonds 
should be made. 

As a matter of fact, East and West 
should probably defend against the 
Grand Slam in diamonds by bidding 
seven hearts, at which contract they 
world be defeated only 4 tricks, and 
against which they have an off-set of 
the honor score of 100. But the ques- 
tion submitted to me was not what 
East and West’s defense should be, 
but what North and South should 
bid. I think it is quite clear that 
they should have bid the Grand Slam, 
even with the strong probability that 
they will never be permitted to play 
it. South, of course, in bidding five 
hearts, does face. the possibility of 
duplication of values, but this risk is 
slight, as, in that event, North, in- 
stead of bidding four diamonds, had 
he held tops in hearts, would quite 
conceivably have bid three hearts, in 
which case, of course, South should 
not bid the Grand Slam, but prefer 
the smaller, but. more certain, bonus 
to be secured by defeating the op- 
posing bid.

Even Plants Get Tired Growing 
BY FLORENCE La GANKE., 
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House plants are getting just as 


tired of winter as are real people. 
They feel the need, many of-them, of 
hivernating like bears. Many plants 
must have a resting period. To give 
them this, take them out of the living 
part of the house, prune them, put in 
a cool, not cold, dark place. Keep 
them mvist but not wet. 

They will repay you for their rest- 
ing period by blooming and flourish- 
ing when brought back into the light 
and sunshine a few months later. 

Some plants seem to grow very well 
for months at a time and then, bang, 
something happens to them.

by scale. 
Get a pan of mild soap suds. Bring 
your ivy to a sunny light place and 
carefully wash off each leaf. Rinse 
the cloth after each leaf has been 
washed so that you don’t infect a 
good leaf with the scale from an in- 
fested leaf. 

Wash the outside of the pot, too. 
You need not be gentle with that but 
you must handle the ivy leaves care- 
fully. 

Then you say your geranium is 
growing like a weed but has not flow- 
ers. Did you use commercial fertilizer? 
Ah, I thought so. That is marvelous 
for leaves but not good for the de- 
velopment of flowers. Use specially 
prepared fertilizer for flowers. _ 

And if your heavy leafed geraniums 
need support try twisting a wire coat 
hanger so that it affords leaning sup- 
ports. Hang your coat hanger from its 
own hook, and let the geranium plant 
rest on the extended arms.

Nei- 
ther delicacy nor dignity, neither 
sense of fairness nor justice re- 
strains him. When in the heat of 
temper he is not responsible. 

The fourth trait is utter disregard 
of another’s personal privacy. There 
are some people who have no reserves, 
no inhibitions regarding their own in- 
nermost thoughts and feelings. Natu- 
rally enough they do not know how 


will ask the most impertinent ques- 
tions and are not deterred from pur- 
suing the point about which they fail 
to find satisfaction for their curiosity 
in the first attempt. Most people have 
some rooms in their spiritual houses 
which they keep closed against in- 
truders. But these rooms cannot be 
locked so tight but the professional 
intruder can force entrance. The sim- 
ple fact that he admits you to the 
recesses of his soul warrants your 
admitting him to the innermost re- 
cesses of yours, so he thinks. But 


— 


privacy we prefer to withdraw from 
friendship with his type. 

The fifth trait is self-righteous- 
ness. Oh, you know the self-right- 
eous Pharasee! He is never wrong. 
He assumes that his conscience, his 
code are standards of weights and 
measures from which there is no 
appeal. If he does wrong he was 
forced to choose the lesser of two 
evils. If you do wrong, it is be- 
cause you are willfully evil. He 
minifies all of his faults and mag- 
nifies all of yours. He is constantly 
reminding you of his lofty ideals 
and his unremitting zeal in realizing 
them. His favorite pastime is telling 
you how he would have handled a 
situation if he had been in the other 
person’s position. 

The sixth trait, one that is prob- 
ably the most difficult of all to deal 
with, is super-sensitiveness. It is 

well-nigh impossible to sustain a satis- 
factory relationship with a super-sen- 
sitive friend, the friend that is always 
wrestling with some real or fancied 
slight. One never knows when his 
feelings will be hurt but one can be 
sure that offense will be taken when 
least expected, at some word or deed 
that seemed entirely harmless when 
uttered or committed. One is torn be- 
tween pity for his folly and irritation 
with his irrational mental processes. 
He is like the sensitive plant that 
takes its name from him. Any touch, 
no matter how tender, causes him to 
fold up and refuse to open. One must 
stand by and wait for nature to run 
its course. | 

There are six traits of character 
that tend to separate a person 
from his fellows, traits that make 
it hard to have friends and hard to 
hold them. Study yourself, strang- 
er, and see if any one and maybe all 
of them are costing you happiness 
and contentment.

SHARP SETBACKS 


CHICAGO GRAIN AND PROVISIONS. 
WHEAT— 


By JOHN P. BOUGHAN. 

CHICAGO, March 17.—(?)—Un- 
settlement resulting largely from ex- 
pressed doubts of many traders that 
proposed farm legislation would prove 
of benefit led to sharp setbacks in 
grain prices late today. 

One of the foremost members of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, Frederick 
Uhlmann, a former vice president of 
the exchange, said the agricultural 
measure which President Roosevelt 
asked to be enacted was “the most 
fantastic bill ever proposed by any 
country in peace time.” : 

W heat closed weak at almost the 
day’s bottom, 1-4 to 7-8 under yes- 
terday’s finish; corn 1-8 to 5-8 off: 
oats 1-4 to 1-2 down, and provisions 
varying from 12 cents decline to a 
rise of 5 cents. 

Evidence developed almost from the 
outset that & majority of wheat trad- 
ers were disturbed as to the probable 
effects of President Roosevelt's plan 
intended to lift all agricultural com- 
modities to higher prices. . 

Accumulated purchase orders which 
could not be filled yesterday were suf- 
ficient, however, to hoist wheat values 
for a moment 3 cents a bushel. 

Then began an irreghlar downward 
Swing of prices both for wheat and 
all other grains. Buying at the open- 
ing had been on a big scale, but the 
volume of purchases, even at that 
Stage, were of notably less volume 
than yesterday. In the last hour of 
today’s dealings, sellers far outnum- 
bered buyers.

$4,800,000 of 5 per cent debentures 
and $100,000 each of Class B and 
Class BB preference stock. 


PHILIP LA FOLLETTE 


| RETURNS FROM EUROPE 


NEW YORK, March 17.—/)— 
Philip La Follette, former governor 
of Wisconsin, returned with Mrs. La 
Follette today from what he called 
“an educational trip” to Europe. 

“T spent about a week in Russia.” 
he said, “and saw something of most 
of the large European countries, .but 
I haven’t yet digested my impressions, 
so I do not want to make any com- 
ments.” 

He also declined to comment on a 
report that President Roosevelt would 
appoint him ambassador to Russia in 
the event of soviet recognition. 

He planned to visit his brother, 
Senator Robert La Follette Jr.. in 
Washington and then return to Madi- 


son to practice law. 


Shaw Extols ‘Virtue of Citi- 
zenry’ in Pastoral 
Letter. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 17.—(#) 
Crime, economic “injustices,” vice and 
immorality, political graft and the 
spread of crime are arraigned in a 
pastoral letter prepared by the Most 
Rev. John W. Shaw, archbishop of 
New Orleans, who at the same time 
extolled virtue of the citizenry. | 

Asking a “spiritual regeneration 
during this Lent,” Archbishop Shaw 
wrote in candid phrases of the “abject 
distress and dire poverty” of the na- 
tions since the World War as “men 
and women have drunk iniquity like 
water.” 

He said the “concupiscence of the 
flesh and the concupiscence of the 
eyes” have taken “possession of the 
souls and bodies of men and women 
because they have forgotten their God 
and His holy law.” 

“Our farmers, after years of dis- 
appointed hopes in the promises of 
congress to save them from being 
plundered of the fruits of their labors 
by the heartless gamblers of stock 
markets, are now almost universally 
bankrupt,” he said. 

He blamed a great measure of the 
“distress” on “mortgages and exorbit- 
ant rates of interest,” and added that 
the “grimy toilers in the great basic 
industries’ are now in the “same 
wretched condition of distress and 
semi-starvation.” 

He said these conditions will exist 
“so long as we send self-seeking poli- 
ticians to our legislatures or elect 
them to offices of trust and responsi- 
bility in our municipal commissions. 
The graft of such politicians has been 
a stench in the nostrils of the na- 
tion.” 

He said many politicians had “gone 
into office comparatively poor and 
they have left, or were thrown out of 
office immensely rich.” 


FORM OF GOVERNMENT 
S PRAISED BY MULEY 


CINCINNATI, March 17.—@)— 
Dr. Raymond Moley, advisor to 
President Roosevelt and an assistant 
secretary of state, told a forum of 
business and professional men tonight 
that the actions of the president in 
the past 10 days are a vindication of 
the constitutional form of government. 

“Nothing the president has done,” 
he said, “is unconstitutional. It mere- 
ly shows how adaptable to conditions 
our form of government really is.” 

The president’s plans, bearing fruit 
in the measures sent in quick succes- 
sion to congress, are the result of long 
and careful preparation, Dr. Moley 
revealed in an aside. Work on them 
began quietly more than a year ago, 
he said, when the then candidate for 
president began making ready against 
his possible election. 

Dr. Moley, former professor of po- 
litical science at Columbia University, 
emphasized that he spoke only for 
himself, because “President Roosevelt 
needs no spokesman.” 

In answering questions asked by his 
hearers, he said that steps will be 
taken shortly to unify governmental 
agencies iaking farm loans and that 
the administration’s theory of tariff 
retorm is not to “lop off the top of 
the wall,” but to “make doorways in 
the wall opposite doorways in other 
walls.” 


French Flyer Starts 
Air Tour of World 


NANCY, France, March 17.—(@)— 
Christian Moench, French aviator 
who has round trip flights to Tokyo 
and to Madagascar to his credit, to- 
night hopped off for Barcelona, the 
first stage of a projected six months 
tour of the world. 

The flight is under the auspices of 
the French air ministry and is for 
the purpose of stimulating interest in 
air touring. 

Moench plans to visit South Amer- 
ica, Central America, the United 
States and Japan before crossing Asia 
and Europe on his return to Paris. 

The two long ocean stages will be 
made by steamer. 


CRIMINAL CHARGES 
ARE FILED AGAINST 
EX-CONSUL OF CUBA 


HAVANA, March 17.—(#)—A Ha- 
vana court of first instance today 
filed criminal charges against Orestes 
Garcia, former Cuban consul in Wash- 
ington, for having published in a Unit- 
ed States newspaper (The Washing- 
ton Post) an “injurious and defama- 
tory ietter against the Cuban govern- 
ment.” 

Garcia is understood now to be in 
Miami. 

The indictment set forth that Gar- 
cia had deen consul in Washington 
until two months ago, when reduc- 
tions in the state department budget 
deprived him of his post, without ever 
having filed any complaint against 
the government. He “repeatedly” 
asked Cuban Ambassador Cintas to 
have him reinstated, the indictment 
said, and thereafter had the letter in- 
serted. 

Stating that his action constituted 
violation of Article 147 of the penal 
code, the court accused Garcia of 
“abusing the special position of his 
post to compromise the dignity of the 
Cuban nation by making public . 
an official communication containing 
entirely false and defamatory state- 
ments.”

Gold Hoarders Divest 
On Last Day of Grace 


NEW YORK, March 17.—(/)— 
The gold hoarders’ deadline brought 
a last-minute rush to the Federad 
Reserve bank and member institu- 
tions here today, and coin, bullion 
and certificates valued at several 
million joined the huge store which 
for some days has been piling up in 
the government’s vaults. 

The treasury had given hoarders 
of gold until the close of business 
this afternoon to bring back their 
holdings and exchange them for 
Federal Reserve notes. 

More than $20,000,000 in gold 
was received by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York yesterday from 
individuals and the banks. It was 
believed the amount returned today 
would be much larger. 


GEN. CHARLES KING, 88, 


skin Wars Succumbs 
to Shock. 


MILWAUKEE, March 17.—(/))— 
Brigadier General Charles King, 88, 
veteran of the Civil, Spanish-Ameri- 
can and World wars and a host of 
Indian campaigns, died today from 


shock due to an injury suffered when 
he stumbled over a rug. 

For almost 70 years General King 
was an active member of the United 
States army. Up to three days ago 
he was still “obeying orders,” work- 
ing at the behest of the war depart- 
ment on a history of American In- 
dian wars. 

With much of that history he had 
had intimate personal association. He 
fought the Sioux, Apaches and the 
Tontos, participating in the cam- 
paigns of Sunset Pass, Diamond 
Butte and Black Mesa and to the end 
of his days he suffered discomfort 
from wounds inflicted by the Tontos 
in an ambush in Arizona in 1879. 


General King was born at Albany, 
N. Y., October 12, 1844. ‘He began his 
military career in the Civil War, 
serving as a messenger to his father, 
Brigadier-General Rufus King. In 
1862, President Lincoln appointed 
him to West Point. 

Upon being graduated, King, then 
a second lieutenant, set forth on the 
long series of campaigns against the 
Indians. He fought with Custer and 
was an associate of William F. (Buf- 
falo Bill) Cody, serving most of the 
time with the fifth cavalry.
